The Biloxi request was turned 
down, a department official told a 
reporter, since the event involved 
is “strictly local” and it is con-

; 1948, air mail service will be 
inaugurated at Waterloo, Iowa, on 
Route AM-48 and at Plainview, 
Texas, on Route AM-64, 

Special cachets will be provided 
for these offices, and the usual 
treatment of philatelic mail will 
be authorized. 

First flight air mail covers sent 
to the Postmasters at Waterloo 
and Plainview should be accom- 
panied by a letter authorizing the 
holding of the covers for the first 
flight and requesting the appli- 
cation of the cachet. Space ap- 
proximately 2% inchés by 2% 
inches to the left on the address 
side of all covers is required for 
the cachet. 

At the request of collectors, 
covers receiving cachets will be 
sent to terminal or junction points 
to be served by the first flight in 
each direction for backstamping.

New Stamps From 
Ausiralia Announced

As has been the custom, 
Major Dettman will be glad to 
mail first day covers and any ex- 
tra stamps of these issues to any- 
one sending cash payment by air- 
mail in advance. 

Remittances must be in bank- 
able funds, no stimps accepted. 
In sending to Major Dettman it 
is desirable that you enclose to 
him a few late U. S. Commemora- 
tive stamps to recompense him for 
his labors, plus envelopes that he 
must furnish for your accommo- 
dation. 

At an early date also, there will 
be four more high value stamps 
from Australia which may be or- 
dered also if wanted. A 5sh, 
10sh, 20sh and 40 shilling value. 
Designs for these have not yet 
been announced.

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Demands On “Stamps 
For The Wounded” 
Has Never Abated 


During the nights of the long 
winter ahead, collectors will 
spend many hours adding stamps 
to their albums, sorting accumu- 
lations and in other ways do 
things of a philatelic nature that 
will furnish them with many 
pleasurable hours with their 
stamps. During the course of 
these nights, they will discover 
that they have duplicates of many 
of the items in their collections, 
and perhaps now and again find 
a set of stamps in which they are 
no longer interested. There is a 
fine place for all of these and any 
philatelic supplies for which a 
collector can find little need or 
use. 

This place, or better yet, or- 
ganization is “Stamps For The 
Wounded.” Here under the guid- 
ance of a national chairman, ard 
regional chairmen throughout the 
United States, wounded personnel 
of the armed forces of the United 
States are furnished stamps and 
supplies at no cost to themselves 
These convalescing men and 
women of the armed forces are 
deriving a great amount of plea- 
sure from the collecting of 
stamps, moreso in fact than many 
well persons, for a lot of their 
relief from boredom depends on 
such activities as the collecting 
of stamps. 

Stamps For The Wounded 
should then be an ideal distri- 
buting point for all the surplus 
stamps and supplies that a col- 
lector might have. The organiza- 
tion also accepts sums of money 
and other gifts which it converts 
to philatelic items for the vet- 
erans. A resume of the Stamps 
For The Wounded organization 
might be of interest for the added 
information collectors might like 
to have about them. It has been 
prepared by Ernest A. Kehr, 
National Chairman. 

1. When SFTW was organized in 
1944, considerable effort and no 
mean postage expense were de- 
voted to the preparation and dis- 
tribution of releases to the phil- 
atelic press in the hope that col- 
lectors and dealers as individuals 
or as members of organization 
would support the movement and 
thereby give our hobby an op- 
portunity of doing a needed hu- 
manitarian job. Despite the 
wholehearted and_ enthusiastic 
support and encouragement on 
the part of philatelic writers, ed- 
itors and publishers, results show- 
ed that contributions in answer 
to these appeals were negligible 
—less that 10% of the total BULK 
and less than 5% of kind of 
stamps that were more than 
JUNK! The rest was received 
from outside sources with con- 
siderably less effort. : 
2. In spite of handicaps and dif- 
ficulties every appeal from hos- 
pitalized servicemen has_ been 
filled since 1944. Not once has 
the national office or regional 
director of SFTW said “no” to a 
request for stamps, albums, cata- 
logues and accessories, even if 
it meant digging into personal 
purses! , 
3. Absolutely EVERY donation 
sent to SETW has been sent to 
hospitalized servicemen, None 
was held back for any reason 
whatsoever, and the three times 
that H. R. Harmer and Sylvester 
Colby offered lots at auction for 
the benefit of SFTW, it was at 
the express request of the 
DONOR and not officers or mem- 
bers of SFTW. . 

4. Now that our hospitals are set- 
tled and their patients perman- 
ently confined in them, stamp 
collecting is an established recre- 
ational project. Some _commerc- 
ial sources of material are dry- 
ing up since the end of the war 
and if SFTW is to continue to fill 
every request it must be ob- 
tained from stamp collectors who 
are willing to dig into their dup- 
licate supplies and forward it 
to the nearest S volunteer. 

These, friends, are FACTS, 
each of which can be substanti- 
ated. Any doubter is cordially in- 
vited to ask for and personnally 
examine the files of SFTW. But 
above all, though stampdom has 
been indifferent as a whole, let’s 
dispel lethargy NOW and show 
non-collectors that philately is 
willing to do something more

POSTAGE & REVENUE, 


Collectors of stamps of the 
British Empire are familiar with 
the customary wording on most 
of them—Postage and Revenue. 
This. makes them available for 
both postage or revenue use and 
accounts for some of the very 
high values issued by some colon- 
ies. In mint condition, they are 
postage stamps. In used condi- 
tion, they are either postage 
stamps or revenue stamps. 

Postally used high value 
stamps have been increased by 
Scott in the 1948 catalogue. re- 
f :cting the scarcity of these 
items. Although available for 
postage or revenue, most of the 
u_ed high value c~ ies are with 
revenue or fiscal cancellations, 
and as revenues are worth about 
1/10 to 1/15 of the price for post- 
ally used items, Only in a few 
cases does the catalogue price 
revenue cancelled copies. Look at 
Bermuda Scott’s No. 124 to 128 
and you will find revenue can- 
celled copies priced at from 6 
percent to 10 percent of the post- 
ally used copies. 

These revenue cancelled 
stamps hav no place in a postage 
stamp collection, as having been 
used for payment of revenue, 
they are no _ longer postage 
stamps. Some colonies surcharg- 
ed otherwise unissued stamps 
with the word “Revenue” and 
these stamps are not recognized 
by the eatalogue as being postage 
stamps. These high value revenue 
cancelled stamps make _ good 
space fillers. However if you 
want real used postage stamps 
in your collection, it is essential 
that you learn to recognize the 
difference butween these cancel- 
lations. Some dealers offer and 
sell these revenue cancelled 
stamps as such, but some offer 
them with the honest belief that 
they are postally used. 

There are no fixed rules to de- 
termine the revenue cancellation, 
and in some cases it is difficult 
if not impossible to properly 
classify. In general most of the

postally used are cancelled with 
a round cancellation. Pen cancel- 
cations are very rare, and itis al- 
most safe to assume that pen can- 
cellations denote revenue use. 
Oval cancellation especially with 
the name of a business firm or 
bank, are revenues. Rubber 
stamps are rarely used by post 
offices for cancellations, hence all 
rubber stamp cancellations 
should be under suspicion. There 
are exceptions especially in the 
19th century stamps of some 
countries. From Ceylon, there 
exist many covers, properly can- 
celled showing postage use BUT 
the stamps are cancelled with an 
oval rubber stamp with the name 
of the firm. This was done to pre- 
vent the theft of the stamps by 
messengers and with the approv- 
al of the postal authorities. Off 
cover unless with an additional 
postal cancellation, these stamps 
would probably be classified as 


jrevenues, although having act- 


ually done postal service. In gen- 
eral stamps used for revenue 
purposes and so cancelled are no 
different than regular’ revenue 
stamps issued by some colonies, 
and we do not include these in 
our collections.

Stamp Collection 
Brings Twenty-Two 
Thousand Pounds 





The late Mr. Charles Williams, 
of Northwood, Middlesex, Fellow 
of the Royal Philatelic Society, 
London, was a well-known Spec- 
ialist Collector of the old school, 
and had taken some forty years 
or more in forming his magnifi- 
cent Collection of British Empire 
Stamps. 

At the conclusion of a five day 


sale in H. R. Harmer’s Bond Street 


Salesroom on Tuesday 18th No- 
vember, over £22,000 was realized. 
Bids were received from all parts 
of the country, and from no less 
than eighteen overseas countries 
notably Australia, Ceylon, Egypt, 
India, New Zealand, S. Africa, 
U. S. A., and Continental Europe. 

The Collection was restricted to 
Great Britain and the issues of 
Ceylon, Gibraltar, New Zealand, 
Seu. Vincent, Transvaal and Zulu- 
land. 

Great Britain totalled more than 

£10,000, and comprised over 600 
lots. New Zealand consisted only 
of the popular “First Type”, cov- 
ering the issues of 1855 printed 
in London, to the later printings 
made in the “Colony” up to 1872. 
One unusual group consisted of 
stamps used by the British Troops 
in the Maori wars, with special 
postmarks such as “Headquarters” 
etc. 
The Ceylon section contained 
many pieces of note from the 
“Baron de Worms” Collection and 
was probably the finest lot of this 
group to be sold since the sale of 
the latter collection in June 1938. 
The beautiful early issues of 
St. Vincent were well represented 
in the fine quality that predomin- 
ates throughout this Great Col- 
lection.

Spanish Air Mail 
Stamps Depict An 
Arlist, Co

Spain recently issued two new 
airmail stamps for the increased 
rates of postage between that 
country _and the Americas. One 


i. a 25 Pesetas picturing Manuel 
de Falla, while the other is a 
50Ps. in carmine bearing a_por- 
trait of Ignacio Zuloaga Y Zaba- 
leta. Amounts issued of each 
stamp were 200,000 and 100,000 
respectively. 

Manuel de Falla was born in 
Cadiz on November 23, 1876. 
Known throughout the musical 
world for the quality of his com- 
positions, de Falla is one of the 
best known of the Spanish mu- 
sicians. His musical studies were 
first taken in his home tity of Ca- 
diz where he soon * - 1 assimilated 
all the teaching in this respect 
that could be found there. He 
therefore went to Madrid where 
he terminated his musical stud- 
ies under the best teachers that 
Spain could offer. One of his 
early accomplishments was the 
winning of the Spanish Opera 
Prize of the Royal Academy .of 
St. Ferdinand. } 

In order to add a further polish 
to his technique, de, Falla went 
to Paris in 1907, where he stud- 
ied under Paul Dukas and Claude 
Debussy. p 

Among his many beautiful 
compositions there are some that 
deserve special mention. One, is 
“The Three Cornered Hat” which 
he composed for the Russian bal- 
let of Diaghilev, another, “Wiz- 
ard Love” in 1905, and an in- 
strumental fantasy based on Don 
Quixote which is titled “The Re- 
table of Master Pedter.” E 

In May 1929, de Falla received 
one of his highest honors in his 
election to membership of St. 
Ferdinand Academy of Fine Arts. 
His death occurred at Cordoba, 
Argentina on November 14, 1946. 

Ignacio Zuloaga Y_ Zabaleta 
was born at Eibar (Guipuzcoa) 
on July 26, 1870. In spite of the 
wishes and the offers of his fath- 
er, Zuloaga presisted in_his de- 
sire to become an artist. His first 
studies occurred in Madrid. Later 
he went to Rome where he be- 
come interested in the study of 
antique arts, and having spent 
some years in Italy, he progressed 
to Paris and London for further 
experience. When he finally did 
return to Spain he spent the first 
year at Seville, after which he 
fixed his residence at Segovia. 

Zuloaga’s chief characteristic 
was the detestation of mediocrity. 
This was in keeping with the 
best traditions of the foremost 
Spanish artists who excelled in 
portrait painting. His paintings 
show the influences of the three 
artists whom he respected for 
their skill, these men being 
Greco, Velasquez and Goya. The 
best techniques of all three were 


-| combined by him into a technique 


of his own which is dominated 
with realism. 

His most important works are, 
‘Donna Mercedes, the Dwarfish,’ 
“Countryman of Castilla,” “Por- 
trait of Oscar Browning,” “The 
Mayor of Torquemada,” and the 
“Gipsy Woman.” His death oc- 
curred not too many years ago 
it taking place in’ Madrid on 
October 31, 1945.

Recent trends among collectors 
have taken the form of speciali- 
zation in one or several countries, 
or in some form of topical in- 
terest that covers many of the 
nations of the world. Two of the 
factors that collectors look to 
when taking on a new interest is, 
(one) How possibie is it to com- 
plete a collection of that coun- 
try or topic, and (two), how 
much will cost to do so.

days of Herod, the king, be- 

hold, there came wise men 

frem the east to Jerusalem, 

Saying, ‘‘Where is he that is 

born King of the Jews? for 

we have seen his star in the 
east, and are come to worship 
him,’ ” 

In 1939, Brazil issued a set of 
four stamps, semi-postals, the sur- 
tax from which was to be used for 
charity. The first of the four de- 
signs depicted the Three Wise 
Men of the East and the Star of 
Bethlehem. The other three had 
no Christmas motif. (Scott No. 
B8). 






Holy Mother and Child 


While the stamps issued by the 
Dominican Republic in 1942 were 
by no means to be construed as a 
Christmas issue the design on the 
six stamps in the set depict the 
well known scene of Bethlehem, 
Mary, and the Child in the man- 
ger. Actually the commemoration 
was for the Twentieth Anniver- 
sary of the_Coronation of Our 
Lady of Highest Grace, or the 
“Alta Gracia” set. (Scott lists 
these as 383 to 388). 





Canada’s Christmas Stamp 

Canada issued a_ stamp, or 
rather two stamps of the same de- 
sign, in 1898, for Christmas, that 
caused quite a different feeling 
among men than is to be found 
ordinarilly at this jolly season of 
the year. Listed as the Imperial 
Penny Postage issue, it had the 
wording “Xmas 1898” in its de- 
sign, together with the legend, “We 
Hold A Vaster Empire Than Has 
Been.” It is the latter wording 
on the stamp that caused feelings, 
especially in the United States, to

become inflamed. Some of our 
highly placed officials as well as 
the man in the street, inferred 
from the design that Canada in- 
dicated dominance over the 
United States. 

Actually, this was not so, as a 
small amount of cool thinking 
about the matter will show. Can- 
ada merely intended to depict the 
countries combined in the British 
Empire and how they had been 
figuratively joined closer together 
by means of the Imperial Post. 
That the stamp was combined with 
the Christmas season implied good 
will on the part of Canada, for as 
a Christian country, it recognized 
that Christmas was the time when 
good will should be at its highest 
during the year: Stamps are 
listcd L., Scott as No’s. 85 and 86). 









Yule Season Mail 


Stamps were actually produced 
by one country with the express 
purpose of use during the Yule 
season, This was an issue of two 
stamps in 1937 by Austria. Even 
the colors of the stamps were in 
harmony with the accepted ones 
of the season, the low value stamp 
being issued in green, and the 
high in red. The design consists of 
a rose, and the signs of the Zodiac. 
The rose (of which there is a 
species known as the Christmas 
Rose) was added to the design 
as a compliment to Christmas, 
while the Signs of the Zodiac have 
long been accepted as symbolical 
of the New Year. 


Warmed By The Ox And Ass 


Holland is the only other coun- 
try that seems to have given any 
recognition to the Nativity, or the 
Christmas Season. The most 
direct recognition is given on the 
design of the high value of the 
1930 semi-postal issue, the surtax 
from which was for the aid of 
Child Welfare work. The picture 
on this stamp depicts the infant 
Jesus in the manger being warm- 
ed by the breath of the ox and the 
ass (Scott No. B47). The Child 
Welfare stamps are usually re- 
leased each year near the first 
part of December to capture the 
charitable impulses of the citizen- 
ry in expressions of money. But 
they can’t be considered Christmas 
stamps for just this cause, The 
Swiss Pro-Juventute stamps are 
usually released near the first day 
of December also, but they have 
never been construed as a Christ- 
mas issue of stamps, nor have any 
designs that could be tied in with 
the Christmas Season been de- 
tected on them. 





The Christmas Star 

Other of the semi-postal stamps 
of Holland that have a Christ- 
mas motif are the four issued in 
1933 for Child Welfare aid also. 
All have the same design, which 
depicts a child carrying the Star 
of Hope, symbolical of Christmas 
Cheer. The design intends to show

The Christmas Rose

the high value stamp of the semi- 
postal issue of 1932 of Holland.

There is an interesting legend in 
connection with the Christmas 
Rose; it is hereby given from 
memory, as heard, when a young- 
ster, 

“The Legend Of The 

Christmas Rose” 
Once upon a time, many, many 
years ago there lived a man who 
was the chief of the shepherds 
named Berachah, and his daugh- 
ter Madelon. He and the other 
shepherds tended their flocks 
through the long nights on the 
hills surrounding the little town 
of Bethlehem. It was while they 
were sleeping near the flocks one 
night that Madelon was awakened 
by a most unusual light and the 
faint sound of heavenly singing. 
Frightened, she called Berachah, 
to whom she told of the bright 
light that now had grown in in- 
tensity and which appeared to 
come from a great, beautiful star 
in the heavens. There was little 
doubt of the singing now, either, 
for such heavenly music was not 
of this earth. 

Berachah, now fully awake, re- 
cognized the signs of the prophecy 
which gave these as the indication 
of the birth of the Saviour.
